CABLES FROM LONDON TOWN

LICENSING OF TOURING MANAGERS 
IN HANDS OF DISCIPLINARY BOARD 


Agitation for compulsory licensing of managers went a step further on June 28, when 
Worman McKinnell, Alfred Lugg and Oharles T'almer, M. P., representing the Actors’ Associa- 
tion; Albert Voyce and Monte Bayly, the Variety Artistes’ Federation, and the Bishop of Lon- 
don attended the Home Office to meet the Lord Chamberlain, supported by Major Baird, M. P., 
l’arliamentary Secretary of the Home Office, and Sir Edward Troupe. The meeting was called 
by the government officials te probe the necessity for legislation on lines previously suggested. 

Mr. MeKinnell presented a reasoned case for the Actors’ Association, showing nonpayment 
of salaries by Bernard Hispin over the “*Medorah’? show at the Alhanfora Theater; the same 
with the Scala Theater fiasco, ‘Society, Ltd.""; and the contradictory position of Moreton Man- 
ville, who, altho debarred from acting as an agent by the Lendon County Council, can trade as 
a touring manager with impumity, The Variety Artistes’ Federation produced up-to-the- 
minute evidence of cases of bogus managers stranding companies in rube towns. ‘The evidence 
of the federation greatly convinced the Home Office officials of the necessity for legislation, 
but the point at issue was as to who should be the licensing authority, as the Lord Chamber- 
lain’s department declined the job. It was agreed unanimously that the Actors’ Association 
and Variety Artistes’ Federation, together with members of the West End Managers’ Association. 
Theatrical Managers’ Association, also the Association of Touring Managers (this being the 
new name of the old Touring Managers), set up a disciplinary board similar to the General 
Medical Council, with power to grant licenses and carrying penalties for trading without them. 
Two delegates of these societies are now convening a conference to discuss matters. 

Eventually a bill will be introduced into the House of Lords by the Bishop of London, re- 
ceiving support from the Lord Chamberlain himself and also the government, consequently 
there is some good hope of progress being made in this direction.

abstractions. One school describes Greek drama 
in terms of buskins and derives its inspiration 
from dictionaries and museums, while the other 
is busy proving Euripides to have been the per- 
fect Ibsenite. The great work which Pro- 
fessor Murray has done at Glasgow and Oxford 
for English scholarship has been to steer the 
middle course; he avoided at once the frigidity 
of Haigh and the downright freakishness of 
Verrall’s fancy. 

Professor Norwood works in the Murray tra- 
dition. He has a real feeling for his subject, 
as well as a profound knowledge of it, and thus 
he achieves a full and fascinating scholarship. 
His “Greek Tragedy’’ is an ambitious book, 
for it covers the physiognomy as well as the 
psychology of the subject. He condenses ad- 
mirably the main issues of the long-drawn 
battles about points of fact, such as the ex- 
istence of a stage apart from the orchestra; 
then. having dealt with the trees, he gets on 
to his wood, and builds up an imaginative, but 
never fantastic, picture of the Attic Theater. 
Professor Norwood has a close knowledge of 
modern drama, but he does not forget that the 
ancients were working in an entirely different 
convention, Some, no doubt, will dispute his 
analysis of Euripides, with its verdict that 
there can be no final synthesis in a case where 
a man beth worshiped beauty so passionately 
and yet was so studiously loyal to the dry 
light of intelligence, but they will certainly 
enjoy the freshness and sanity with which tle 
case is argued. 

Professor Norwood has courageously attempted 
to write for those who have no Greek, as ‘well 
as for those who have much, a stiff task, de- 
manding infinite judgment. But the vitality of 
treatment will carry the Greek scholar over 
passages that may strike him as obvious. while 
i¢ will also lure on the others thru what may 
seem obscure and remote. But it would surely 
have been fairer to the latter to have translated 
all quotations and extracts without discrimina- 
tion.—I, B.

GUY BATES POST 


Back in New York After Tour of Forty- 
one Weeks 


(New York, July “‘L—After an absence of 
eighteen months starring in Richard Walton 
Tully’s production of ‘“‘The Masquerader,’? Guy 
Bates Post returned to Broadway yesterday. 
Altho his present season of 41 weeks ended in 

. Paul last Saturday, Post has appeared in 
“The Masquerader’’ for four seasons for a 
grand total of 139 weeks or 1,229 performances 
in the United States and Canada. During the 
summer of 1918 Post also played ‘‘The Masquer- 
ader’’ 107 times in Australia. Altogether this 
record congiderably exceeds that of Post in Tul- 
ly’s “Omar, the Tentmaker,”? which ran for 127 
weeks, and the end is not in sight, for so in- 
sistent is the demand for ‘“The Masquerader,”’ 
not only for return engagements, but in terri- 
tory that has not yet been entered, that Tully 
plans to present Post in the same play for at 
least another season, 

So far Post has played in “The Masquerader’’ 
in forty States, and has set many high records 
for a dramatic attraction. Except for the New 
York run of twenty weeks, the longest engage- 
ment was in Chicago, where the piece ran for 
eighteen weeks, and owing to Sunday appear- 
ances in the Windy City even more perform- 
ances were given there than in New York.

The Billboard is in receipt of a communica- 
tion from Lawrence Russell, taking exception 
to an article published last week in which Jack 
J. Burke and Leon Spahr, late of Russell’s 
Comedians, are quoted on conditions ip the 
South. Mr. Ruvsell says, in part: 

“I must take decided exception to the publi- 
eation, without due investigation. There are 
hundreds of managers in the South who have 
bundreds of thousands of dollars invested in 
amusement enterprises. It ig difficult in any 
section of the country to secure the proper peo- 
ple and the publication of this article will 
make it unnecessarily difficult for Southern 
managers to secure the class of people they 
want, 

“Who is Jack Burke, and what do you know 
of him? Who is Leon Spahr, and what do you 
know of him? Both capable men, yes, but is 
their word alone sufficient to cause the pub- 
lication of such an article? 

“Conditions are not bad in tke South. Our 
Paramount Players have played to better bus- 
iness this year than last. They have had big- 
ger weeks and more of them, simply because 
it is a real show. Russell's Comedians did a 
business because they were rotten and 
the natives shovted good sense by staying away. 


poor 


Individually the performers were clever, col- 
lectively they were rotten. A spirit of Bol- 
shevism pervaded the company, and altho 


quite a few people were changed, three direc- 
tors, and the same number of managers, tried 
their hands in an endeavor to eliminate this 
spirit—and all failed. The wave of pros- 
perity and the unprecedented demand for per- 
completely demoralized them, 
There is no comradeship between them, no feel- 
ing of jJoyalty. Bickering, quarreling and 
handing notices have become their pastime, 
Fully a dozen shows in the South became dis- 
guested with the class of performers they had, 
and refused to hse money on them.” 
Messrs. Burke and Spahr, while in The Bill- 
board offices, conducted themselves and spoke 
as true professionals. Again Messrs, Burke and 
Spahr spoke in all earnestness, with no 
thought of doing harm. Wo malicious feeling 
existed between them and the Russell man- 
agement, with which they had just closed. On 
the contrary, flattering praise was bestowed 
upen Mr, Russell and his sincere endeavor to 
favor his: people. Both have an excellent repu- 
tation in their respective fields, Mr. ‘Burke as

Shortly after receiving the Russell com- 
munication, The Billboard enjoyed a visit from 
Jack Griffith, formerly owner of the Griffith 
Stock Company, who himself was a member of 
Rusgsell’s Comedians this season. Mr. Griffith 
stated that he came out of his way, delaying 
himself, in order to correct the impression 
given in last week's article. Regarding the 
poor conditions Mr. Griffith said: ‘‘For the past 
ten wears I have been trouping in the South, 
broken only by two summer seasons in the 
North, and have found that the conditions 
varied with the sizes of the towns. If the 
‘sticks’ were played, naturally we conld not 
expect to dind the accommodations present as in 
a larger city or fair-sized town. The same 
can be said regarding the North, 

“Most of the complaints I have heard made 
Were registered by who were spending 
their first season below the Mason-Dixon line, 
and had been subjected to ‘sticks’ territory. 
These had become disgusted, and in some cases 
discouraged, as they had never seen the bright 
Side of the South, Regarding Mr. Burke, I 
suppose it was his first trip South, and I 
am sorry that he gained the wrong impres- 
sion.

You see, the cost of 
living is about one-half what it is in the United 
States, and, therefore, the prices of high-class 
musical recitals are correspondingly lower than 
they would be here for the same entertainment. 

“I am bere mainly for a tour of niusical in- 
yevtigation to examine the various systems of 
musical education. I am vocal advisor to the 

g Australian musical examination scheme 
which is operated by the universities of the 
different States, and am on my way to London. 
I am considering giving recitals here later.’’ 

Mr, Ulington was asked if he had been 
around to hear the various orchestras of New 
York and he sald he had. He thinks the or- 
chestras are ‘“‘wonderful,’* both from the stand- 
point of quality and general makeup of the or- 
chestra itself, but says he is very much disap- 
pointed as to display of real muvical conducting 
ability.

H. D. ZARROW DIES 


Widely Known Theatrical Producer 
Succumbs After Illness of Six 
Weeks 


C. Darwood Service, actor and theatrical 
producer, whose stage name was H. D. Zarrow, 
died Monday, June 28, at 5:30 p.m., at Mt. 
Carmel Hospital, Columbus, O., following an 
illness extending over a period of six weeks. 
He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Hattie Zar- 
row; a son, Walter; a daughter, Alethe, and 
his mother, Mrs. E. S, Ferguson. The body 
was removed to the chapel of the Egan Under- 
taking Co., and was taken to Mt. Clemens, 
Mich., for interment. 

Mr. Zarrow was born in 1873 at Herkimer, 
N. Y., and was in his 47th year at the time 
of death. He spent the most ofghis life in the 
theatrical business, beginning hisQecareer as a 
boy soprano, singing for lyceum engagements; 
and from that time until his death was en- 
gaged in almost every type of amusement for 
the public. He was with the once famous 
Barlow Minstrels, played stock engagements, 
und just prior to his entering the production 
field appeared with his brother on the Facitic 
Coast as trick bicyclists, under the name of 
Zeb and Zarrow. ‘The brothers introduced the 
first trick and bicycle stunts ever seen on the 
coast. It was Zeb and Zarrow who first 
“looped the loop’? and “leaped the gap” for 
Califernia audiences. In 1904, tiring of work- 
ing for someone else, the two came East and 
produced ‘“‘Ziz Zag Alley’’ on the road. Fol- 
lowing it, the next year HI. D. Zarrow took 
out “In Mississippi,’?’ which he wrote and ap- 
peared in, while his brother handled the ‘‘Mid- 
night Express.”’ Other plays followed, until 
1910 Mr. Zarrow took over the management of 
the Orpheum THeater, Richmond, Va., and 
handled that house until the fall of 1911. 
During this period he also handled the Jeffer- 
son Theater, Roanoke, Va. It was at this 
time that the rising popularity of the moving 
picture threatened the field of spoken drama 
so seriously that many producers went out of 
business entirely, preferring to retire rather 
than face the ruin. Mr. Zarrow foreseeing the 
possibility of small shows, moderately priced, 
to compete with the sereen drama, sent out 
his first tabloid musical comedy, and since that 
time the number of Zarrow shows has increased 
until at the time of his death he had six com- 
panies playing the Sun Circuit exclusively. 
"rom his first entry into the tab. game Mr. 
Zarrow, with his vast experience as producer 
of big shows, was able to manage success- 
fully the smaller ones. The Zarrow shows 
were all staged with the same care that he 
devoted to any and all his productions, and it 
was Mr. Zarrow’s genial personality and the 
class of people under contract to him that were 
responsible for the high standard set by the 
Zarrow trademark.

held in July in a large tent on the Drake 
Campus. Unugual interest is shown in this 
project. This will be the first convention of its 
kind held in the country, and bids fair to be a 
great success, The chautauqua bureaus of 
Des Moines have voted it their whole support. 

Not only does the Community Service Depart- 
ment contribute to the social, religious and 
educational life of the city, but also in the 
communities thruout lowa and its nearby States. 
The eagerness expressed by the people reached 
in this work bears excellent testimony of its 
need and posvibilities, 

The success of this year’s work has warranted 
greater plans for the next year. A $5,000 
course is being arranged for at University Place, 
and courses are being prepared for many dis- 
tricty which will give to those towns the very 
best talent in the country. 

The University Community Service Depart- 
ment in these many ways is gratifyingly con- 
tributing to the needs of those whom it serves, 
and giving to the University a medium thru 
which it may express its interest in all the com- 
munities of the State, 

The late Prof, ¢. R, Henderson, who was 
looked upen as being one of the leading 9- 
ciologists of the country, wrote a splendid lit- 
tle volume, entitled The Cause and Cure of 
Crime, from which we wish to quote the fol- 
Jowing. taken from the chapter on play: 

“It is the function of play to rehearse all 
possible roles in the drama of adult life, to 
practice all possible modes of action, to 
work out all useless instincts, to ‘let the ape 
die,” and to utilize all desirable impulses 
toward wholesome conduct. Play # the mode 
in which the delight to work is learned and all 
powers of body and mind become servants of 
will and reason. Recreation in adult life fs 
redemption from the killing monotony of 
modern specialized industry, which in itself and 
alone tends to make men monsters. Play, being 
essentially educational in its socfal purpose, 
should be under the direction and contro] of the 


recognized educational authorities of the city. 
county and State. It is not enough fo have 
playgrounds about the schools and attached 


to them, and to have others which have no defi- 
nite social purpose: we need one unified system 
in which play shall have a clearly recognizefl 
place as an esential factor in the development 
of citizens, beginning with children and youth.’"’ 


ITH that splendid vision before ft the 
W dramatic department. which is so often 
2 mere name, is with Drake a real live 
vital part of the educational force and is 


known for its practical work in dramatic effort. 
It does things. 

Miss Pearl Bennett is the department head. 
To know Miss Bennett is a benediction to any 
person. To enumerate all that this busy little 
woman does would be like preparing an index 
@r a Sears-Roebuck Catalog. Before becom- 
ing a member of the Drake faculty Miss 
Bennett taught dramatic art in the Des Moines 
High School. She is a graduate of the Cum- 
nock School of Oratory connected with the 
Northwestern University of Evanston, IJ]. 

Miss Bennett és one of the practical sort of in- 
@tructors who understand that to teach a young 
man or young woman the fundamentals of the 
dramatic art and not to acquaint them with the 
theater and the lyceum and chautauqua is a 
criminal waste of money and time. 

She is one of the active persons who has a 
hand ia many of the professional ag well as 
amateur events that are presented at the 
local theaters and big vaudeville house. Pro- 
fessionals arrange in advance of their Des 
Moines appearance for special work in the 
line of coaching and arranging their program. 
All amateur preductions are staged in a thoro- 
ly professional way. 

Last fall the Iowa State Fair engaged Miss 
Bennett to direct the big State pageant, ‘‘The 
Festival of Indian Corn,’ which twice a day 
during the fair was presented on the State 
fair grounds by more than 300 children. It 
Was a great succes and this year the direc- 
tors asked her to take charge of another big 
pageant, but previous engagements prevented 
her from doing so, 

Here is just one feature of her work that 
shows the practical side of her efforts: She 
conducts a class each week for wives, who 
wish to intellectually keep up with their hus- 
bands, by studying magazine articles, reading 
current events and interpreting the news of the 
day. 

Besides being a capable teacher she is, what 
6o many teachers are not, an artist. This 
summer she is heading her own company, ‘“‘It

NE of the real places connected with all 

school life is the place where you eat. 

Eating is one of the everlasting tasks of a 
Teal student. While in Drake we visited an 
emporium where the students are wont to take 
on food at periods which are so illy defined 
that they seem to be just one.

M. C. Anderson 
is as much a part of Drake life as tho he were 
a member of the faculty.

AMERICAN IDEAS ABROAD 


The popularity abroad of American architecture in connection with 
the building of motion picture houses is causing comment in view of the 
fact that the Old World has for so long been regarded as the home, in a 
sense, of art and architecture. European producers have made a study 
of the various features worked out in modern houses built in this country, 
with the result that in Melbourne two theaters, to cost $2,430,000 and $1,- 
458,000, respectively, are to be constructed. 

In other cities abroad are American picture houses being used as 
models, and, to make this certain, American architects have been en- 
gaged. The fact that the picture business is so successful abroad as to 
justify expenditures by producers on theaters of the type of those sug- 
gested above is a matter of further interest. Word continues to come 
that American films are growing in favor abroad. 

Bagdad, with a population around 203,000 inhabitants, has three mo- 
tion picture houses, and the cinema, as it is called there, is growing in pop- 
ularity in Mesopotamia. Other cinemas controlled by the military also 
are in operation. Mosul has opened a new cinema, and Amara, a much 
smaller place, has one. In fact, cinemas are springing up all over that 
country, and the buildings are attractive and operated along modern 
lines. 

The censorship of motion pictures in Mesopotamia is the same as in 
the British Isles. The undesirable pictures are those showing drunken- 
ness, killing of natives, and sentimental love scenes, and those involving 
religious themes or Eastern politics. Serials, the Western drama or cow- 
boy pictures, comedy and detective themes are popular. 

In Bassorah, which has long had motion picture shows, there are 
six cinemas, despite the fact the city, with its suburbs, has but 30,000 
population.

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“LESS INDECENCY ON THE STAGE” 


Our attention has been directed to an editorial in The Pathfinder, 2 weekly maga- 
zine, published at Washington, D. C., which says in part, under the above head: 

“Dr. M. P, Boynton, a pastor in Chicago, went to an amateur theatrical show pre- 
sented by girl students of a university and was so shocked that he left during the per- 
formance and sought members of the fac ulty, to whom he made a protest. . . 
The members of the faculty could see nothing wrong, and some who were not present at 
the show regretted that fact after hearing the pastor's description of it. 

“Men who hold up their hands in horror, who blush and become uncomfortable. whose 
eres and face betray a shamed feeling while looking upon the modern stage, brand them- 
selves os ‘squeamish,’ as ‘ignorant’ and as ‘old fogies." They excite our laughter; it is 
always funny to see someone shocked while we are not. A man going to the manage- 
ment or to the authorities to express his indignation and sense of ontraged aw at 
what nice ladies look upon with an amused smile makes himself ridiculous. . 

“Kut it appeared that Dr. Boynton was not oe inexperienced and out-of-date an might 
have been first imagined. He showed that he was very much up-to-date, theatrically 
spenking. for he said that he had attended everything the theaters of Chicago had had 
to offer for the past year. And he spoke about them as one who had seen and who knew, 

‘The nudity and filth of our musical plays sneer at virtue, laugh at fidelity, and 
make a joke of every sacred principle upon which our social laws are founded,’ said the 
pastor, The statement is a little flat, because it is ‘old stuff,’ something that everybody 
knows. 

“But do we keep it ont of the home? It is a well-known fact that songs with at- 
tractive music and indecent words find their way from the music show to the pianos in 
our homes, And we'‘know that young and impressionable girls, after hearing innocence 
langhed at and shame made ridiculous, are inclined to pose as not having much of 
either, And we know that every licentious line is repeated by our boys to companions 
who are usually ready to swap something in return, and that their natural feelings of 
cleanne ss and decency are constantly diminished, worn away, in the process. 

“We know all those things very well. We know that the theater is immoral, and 
we certainly know that it has a large and bad influence on our national life. We know 
that in matters of dress and speech—both influenced by the stage—we are more immoral 
as a nation than ever before, and that the tendency is to grow worse. Yet we seem 
to feel a kind of apathy, and are not inclined to make ourselves the laughing stock of 
the ‘emart’ ones by protesting. 

“Just why the very best people hear these things on the stage without condemning 
them loudly is a worthy subject for a psychologist. Every good citizen's private opinion 
is that it is ‘all rotten,’ but he doesn’t care to go on record as the one who rabses his 
voice in protest. . 

“Indecency in the ‘theater must be eliminated. We can’t afford it, It saps our 
virile force and paralyzes our moral fiber—the things that made the nation. If the 
cancer grows without check it will be fatal to our national life, as in the case of some 
of the greatest nations of antiquity. . . 

“No blatant reform movement that overreaches itself and tries to kill everything 
that is connected with the evil is needed or desirable. Such a thing should be headed 
off. What we need is for the sensible and earnest people of the country to look the 
thing in the face, and then say in a quiet voice that will be understogd: ‘That's enough 
of that,’ ” 

On the opposite page we print a letter from Prof. Zalano, 
ception in particular to one paragraph of The Pathfinder’s 
justly says that ‘“‘We know that the theater is immoral,”’ etc. 

Prof. Zalano’s rejoinder answers the unwarranted attack firmly and distinctly, ‘The 
Billboard admits some indecency exists, but where The Pathfinder gets a license to 
suy that ‘‘The theater (meaning the whole profession) is immoral, and has a bad in- 
fluence on our national life,’’ is beyond human understanding. 

It is a downright insult to the honorable profession, and The Pathfinder will, 
out doubt, feel the effects.

etc., who seem to feel that “lack of mo- 


Trality in an act or production” is all right so long as it fills the seats, it does not 
signify that the rest of an honorable and useful profession should be criti¢ised and 
ridiculed in the eyes of the public no more than lawyers, doctors, ministers, etc,, should 
de criticised for an unlawful or immoral act on the part of a brother member of their 


profession. 


It might prove interesting to some of these learned (7) newspaper men to 


save for a time all elippings of crimes committed thruout the country and then care- 


fully classify them as to professions, etc., 


and I believe that in a comparison they 


might not be able to explain why there are fewer people in the theatrical profession * 
filling our criminal courts and peral institutions; and this in view of the fact that 
there are many thousands of actors and actresses in this country, the same as in other 


professions. 


It is surprising indeed to find in this day and age people who look upon members 
of the theatrical profession (especially the women) in much the same manner as one 


would look upon a public prostitute, 


Whenever I read one of these articles in the 


newspapers or magazines I wonder if at some time the writer had been playing ‘‘stage 


door Johnnie 


veloped a ‘“‘grouch” against the profession in general. 


" and got a ‘“‘turn down’? from one of ‘“‘them show girls,’’ and hence de-

preciated that there are “‘good and bad" in all walks of life, and onr profession is no 


exception, 
should wear colored spectacles to make the 


But it does not follow that becapse of one “‘black sheep’? in a flock one 


rest look black. Personally I have had the 


honor of meeting actresses whom I am proud to say were as clean, honest and virtuous 


as one could expect to find in any walk of life. 


I believe, as a whole, the profession 


can boast of more “‘broadminded”™’ people than those in almost any other line. 
There is no denying the fact that in a great many vauileville acts. as well as in 
the legit'mate. many ‘‘lines” are used which would be better left out entirely in a 


great many instances. 


But, on the other hand. who can deny that there is always a 


class who “‘prefer” that class of stuff, and so long as it attracts them to the box office 


who is to blame? 


If the public objects to this immorality stuff so much as it pre- 


tends. if it is believed to be a menace to public morals and decency, why does it 


patronize these shows? 


Personally, I believe that a good, clean attraction will in the 


long run outrun the other, but just so long as the public continues te encourage these 


“sex or problem plays’? (or whatever one 


might choose to call them), who can en- 


tirely blame the producers for believing they are ‘“‘just’’ what the public wants? The 
quickest and easiest way to put an undesirable business out of business is not to 


patronize it. 


In this respect these ‘reformers’? who preach against the ‘‘immorality"’ 


of the stage from both press and pulpit appear very inconsistent, inasmuch as any of 
them will break his neck (almost) in order to get a box seat at one pf these same 
shows and -will outlaugh the rest of the house at some of the ‘“‘questionable lines,” 
then on the outside raise both hands heavenward protesting against the indecency, etc., 


of the production. 


I would be very glad to have you publish this article (or at least the particular 
paragraph referred to) in a prominent part of The Billboard together with your opinion 


ranted by the conditions. 


If there is lack of morality in the stage or its people it is 


all well and good to censure the ones to blame for such conditions, but I greatly resent 
the statement that the theater itself (meaning, of course, the actors) is immoral both 


in theory and in practice.

THE SOFT DRINK FIELD 


The Automatic meng Service Corporation, 
Maidale Park, Mansfield, O., presents the amuse- 


ment world with a new po drink dispensing 
machine having practical features and a novel 
name which are sure to attract the thirsty 
publie, 

Paul Maiwurm, himself a park owner and 
manager, is the inventor of the machine, which 
is simplicity itself. A child can operate it. 
All there is to do is to fill a machine with 
syrup and paper cups, requiring fifteen minutes’ 
time in all, walk away and amuse yourself. 
When you return take out the cash and refill 
the Machine, Should it get empty while be- 
ing operated it automatically locks itself. pre- 
venting the customer from putting money in 
the slot without getting a drink This is not 
likely to happen, as the large model holds 
2,400 drinks with one filling, and dispenses 
four different flavors, 

The machine is beautiful in design, the front 
plates being ornamental cast aluminum, and 
adapts itself to the best locations in parks, 
betels and theater lobbies. The only require- 
ment for installation is a space 214 feet by 
feet long. a water and electric connection. 

The operator deposits his coin and pulls a 
lever, the action of which mixes an accurate 
amount of water and syrup and releases a paper 
drinking enp into a handy position above the 
faucet. The operater opens the faucet and 
fills the cup. The fresh water supply is 
eonstant, and the cooling system assures an 
ice cold drink at all times. A special re- 
frigerating system, electrically operated, and 
requiring no ice, is also supplied if desired, 
assuring an ice cold drink without attention ox 
werk. Other outstanding features are its at- 
tractive signs and simple instructions naming 
the various flavers sold. 

The mest important and practical feature is 
the fact that the syrup remains in concen- 
trated form, mixing only the amount required 
for one drink at the time the lever is operated. 
thus preventing waste and losses. as is the case 
with all premixed drinks,

Willlam Looff is making his carnival a profit- 
sharing one. The boys, each for himself and 
collectively, are for the advancement of the 
Looff Carnival, to make it a success. 

William Leoff was born in the outdoor amuse- 
meng business at Coney Island, N. Y., where 
his father was manufacturing amusement de- 
vices, particularly carousels, in winter time, 
and operating same in the summer time.

Tae convention has given me a2 strict man- 
Gate to seck @ remedy against your policy of 
destruction, and it bas placed its power behind 
thie mandate. As I underetand -the instruc- 
tions of the convention, a fair and amicable 
edjustment of the troubles which bave arisen ie 
their firet desire lam happy to say that this 
view fully accords with my own feelings in the 
matier, and I therefore deem it my duty to 
exert every effort porelblc in the direction of a 
vettiement on 2 basis of mutual understand- 
08. 

Your rise to wealth and power in this in- 
dustry would have been impossible without the 
sppreciation and assistance of the great ex- 
hibiting body of the country. I am glad to 
say thet the same progress which attended the 
Gevelopment of your organization resulted in 
benefits to exhibitors, and you will bear me wit- 
ness when I say that the exhibitors of the coun- 
try applauded your pictures and supported your 
efforts in a very subetantial way. There is a 
feeling of sincere regret among many of us who 
have thus associated your name with their own 
eteces® at the thenught of the profound change 
which has taken place in our relationship. Dor 
years we have been your constant friends, 
friends in a definite and concrete way. You 
have compelled us now to regard you as our 
mort dangerons enemy, the man who is seeking 
t destroy the properties which we have built 
up, to be sure, to some extent with the aid of 
your picturer, but also with the aid of our 
own unremitting efforts, our own money and our 
own ability. 

It may be, and I believe it is, diffieult for 
you tO measure the bitter resentment that you 
have bred in quarters here formerly your 
name was honored and respected. Uxhibitors 
thrnont the country now think of you as a 
man bent on creating a monopoly in this field, 
regardless of what the cost may be to those 
who stand in your way. Motion picture thea- 
ter owners in this country are firm in their 
belief that you want to make themea sacrifice 
to your ambition, which they believe aspires 
t a complete control of this greet art and jin- 
lustry. The motion picture theater owners 
epresented at the convention at Cleveland, in 
person or otherwise, have, in their judgment, 
as much right to seek their livelihood ip this 
imdustry without any dictation from yon, even 
as.you Helieve that you have the right to regu- 
late your organization without dictation «from 
any outside source 

Having thus established a legitimate and 


substantial interest in the industrr, as leg?ti- 
mate if not as substantial as your own, we 
believe the exhibitors of the country ve a 


right to ask certain plain, straightforward 
questions of you, and that you have a duty to 
answer them in a plain, straightforwanm] way.

Some of your branch vs and other 
representatives have threatened independent 
exhibitors in different parts of the country in 
various ways to force and coerce them into 
disposing of their theaters to the interests 
rou represent. They bave threatened and in- 
timidated exbibitors, and have told of & con-

You have made the claim that you were 
forced into doing this because exhibitors un- 
reasonably refused to show the pictures of 
your organization in their hvuse« f sive 
evidence in am hands shows that this excuse 
will not hotd water. Our facts show cases 
where an exhibitor built op the reputation of 
your pictures, creating a valuable patronage, 
only to heave it taken away from him by means 
of a competitive theater acquired in close 
proximity to his own by your organization.

A plain, definite avowal of your intentions 
will clear the air quickly ond I have no doubt 
remove the odijum under which you personally 
and your organization are resting at this mo- 
ment. We are approaching you in a spirit of 
fairness, almost in a spirit of conciliation, altho 
you have been the wrongdoer and not us, 

This qnestion has a profound significance for 
the public which visits «gir theaters, Its im- 
portance not only to the public, but to the whole 
society In which we live, may not be fully ap- 
preciated by yon. The fact is that the motion 
picture today is more than a mere amusement. 
It is a mediom of expression and it is to the 
public interest that every mediom of expression 
remain free and untrammeled. The people of 
this conntry would view with profound alarm 
monopolistic combinations towards placing the 
materials out of which our newspapers are made 
into the hands of one man or group of 
men. It would view with equal alarm an at- 
tempt of one individual or group of individuals 


is being threatened by the same forces who 
have also been endeavoring to eliminate the in- 
dependent exhibitor from the field. 

Aside from other important public considera- 
tions, they know that monopolistic control of 
this field would mean poorer pictures and higher 
prices of admission. We realize that if we take 
this fight to the public we will win, for no man 
has the power to stand up agsinst the popular 
will. However, we have no desire to engage 
in warfare with you, with the public for our 


jndge, unless we are forced to do so in self- 
defense. 


In conclusion we beg to remind you of your 
own stand publicly and emphatically announced 
fou tine ago, when you and your organiza- 
tion took the position that it was wrong for 
the exhibitors and injurious to the prosperity of 
the industry to have the theater owners invade 
the producing fleld, 

If you will only adhere to the policy which 
you then so well defined you may restore nor- 
mal conditions tn this industry, both to your 
own benefit and to the benefit of the men who 
own theaters,

SOME RED TAPE 


Hartford Soaks the Circus Total 
$168 for Fees—License Fee Has “ 
Doubled 


New York, July 3.—The city fathers of Hart- 
ford. Conn., didn’t get any free ducats for the 
Ringling-Barnum Circus when the circus played 
there this week, according to reports from 
Connecticut's Capital. It is said that rep-e- 
sentatives of the cireus were so dissatistied 
with the charge for fees that they decided to 
pass up the members of the common council. 
The charge for the permit this year in Hart- 
ford was $150, which has been increased from 
$75. Then followed a discussion concerning the 
number of tents which might be included under 
an assessment of $1 per tent, which Hartford 
requires. Finally a representative of the build- 
ing department accompanied a representative of 
the circus to the grounds and made a charge 
of $1 each for eighteen tents and stands, mak- 
ing a total of 9168 paid in fees to the city. 


SOUTHERN EXPOSITION SHOWS 


The Southern Exposition Shows added an- 
other winner to their successful stands at Pax, 
W. Va., and there is every evidence that even 
better things are in store, as Gov. J. A. Macy, 
general agent, bas booked two ‘‘Fourth of July” 
celebrations, one closing the week at Mt. Hope 
and the other to start the engagement at 
Charleston, where the populace will celebrate 
the 5th. : 

Owner Strode added another car, which now 
makes eight cars used for transportation. Mr. 
Strode has, without doubt, one of the best 
colored minstrel shows on the road, and it is 
playing to great business at 50 cents admis- 
sion. Mrs. R. L. Davis has returned after 
being confined to her room for three weeks at 
Bluefield, severely ill. Bill Pink's ‘‘Cabaret’’ 
is doing big business. He has fifteen girls. 
Ray Duncan now has twelve concessions under 
his management. W. S. Conway wears a glad 
smile—the result of good business. E. B. 
Braden and brothers, Jim and Bud, have eight 
concessions, and are adding several more. Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry Roebuck have gone to Cinein- 
nati on an extended business trip. Prof. 
Arizolla’s band joined in Pax, also a number 
of concessions. The caravan now carries eight 


shows, three rides, about forty-five conces- 
sions, a free act and a ten-piece band. Mrs. 
(Ruby) Strode, secretary, fell and severely 


sprained her ankle, but is about fully recovered 
from the injury. With the recent arrival of 
new people it is now difficult to carry the per- 
sonnel in two coaches. ‘‘Corp.’’ G. W. Greaves 
and wife are doing well with their war relic 
show. They were beth in the late war, having 
enlisted in the Canadian army in 1913, and 
served until the close of the struggle, 

The Southern Exposition Shows are now 
booked for sixteen weeks, which includes some 
choice fair dates in North and South Carolina.

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CONDITIONS IN CANADA 
Some Reasons Why American Circuses 
Have Fared Badly in Ontario 
and Quebec 


Montreal, Can., June 30.—The ears of the 
general agents of American circuses now touring 
Canada, and the promoters of carnivals that saw 
nothing but barrels of money for their attrac- 
tions, must have burned pretty regularly since 
the various American shows crossed the border 
into Canada this year, 

There has not been a circus or carnival i® 
Ontario ar Quebec, this summer that has made a 
dollar, and it is expected that unless some Ca- 
nadian showman puts up the money and builds 
himself a circus Canada will go circusless for 
Several years to come, 

It was amusing to we Canadians to gee the 
circus magnates breaking their necks to get into 
Canada ahead of the others, knowing that Cana- 
dian money must be exchanged at a loss of fif- 
teen cents on the dollar, and no chance in the 
world for boosting prices to cover this logs. 
Canada is not broke by any means, and we con- 
sider our dollar is worth an American dollar 
every time, but Wall street manipulation made 
it depreciate in value, and we are not just at 
present on the best of terms with our cousins 
across the border, I will say that at least the 
American circus men had the good grace not to 
try and flaunt the Stars and Stripes in our faces 
and make us like it. 

We amusement followers of Canada were gur- 
prised when we learned that the Sparks, Howe, 
london, Hagenbeck-Wallace, ‘Ringling Barnum 
and Sells4Mloto shows were all coming into Can- 
ada almost at the same time, and that a string 
of carnivals was to follow. We could not see 
how all of them expected to do business, 

The Sells-Floto Show was forced to make sort 
of a detour thru Canada to gain an early entry 
into Boston against the Ringling Show. The 
latter show, learning of conditions in the Do- 
minion, wisely canceled its prospective tour of 
two weeks, but along came the other three, 
neck and neck, The only serious run in the 
Sparks Show had was with the Tlowe London 
at Owen Sound, where the two shows were one 
day apart, 

The Sparks Show passed thru here, bound east, 
presumably intending to play New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia, and hot on its trail were the 
other two. The Sparks Show, however, altho 
billed in New Brunswick, doubled on its tracks 
and before the trick was noticed had its advance 
ear safely back in Ontario, and had that Province 
all to itself. It is said that the Sparks Show, 
with the splendid reputation left behind iast 
season, has found business not even half av good 
as before. 

We have learned, from seemingly reliable 
sources, that the Howe London Show did prac- 
tically nothing in Ontario, and its stands around 
Montreal were very bad, particularly at Lachine. 
The Hagenbeck-Wallace Show was here for two 
days, and did in the four shows about one day’s 
business. Canadian showmen who were in Que- 
bec say that the Sparks Show had a good day in 
Ottawa, a week ahead of the Hagenbeck-Wal- 
lace Show, and plenty of publicity in both the 
daily papers. Hagenbeck-Wallace people had 
one fair house at Ottawa, 

Montreal is being carnivaled to death, and the 
three ghows in this sectir uregreported to be 
doing almost nething CAnadian Victory 
Shows are playing Ontario, and when they are 
not molested are getting a little business. The 
Sheesley Shows and Brown & Dyer are over here 
and will fill out their time, and the World at 
Home Shows are the latest to come in. ‘The 
Johnny J. Jones Exposition and George W. Wes- 
terman’s Toyland Shows, it seems, are the 
only ones getting any money. 

Showmen cannot figure ont the reason for the 
poor business, bur the Canadian showmen can, 
In the first place Ontario is not considered a 
good show section, and no Canadian would risk 
a dollar in the small towns or cities of Quebec 
in the circus game. Dollar prices do not appeal 
to the Canadians. They will iy a fair price 
and that’s One must wr that the 
American papers,  partien the Buffalo 
dailies, have a large circula and daily sale 
along the Ontario border, 7 Ringling Show, 
just at the time the other American shows were 
playing Ontario at a dollar top. was billed in 
Buffalo, and featuring T5-ceut prices. 

Another potent reason for the lack of patron- 
age is the fact that all Canada is beginning to 
feel the high cost of living, as much, if not 
more, than in the States, We are also paying a 
heavy luxury tax, and count our pennies before 
We spend them. Sugar is 27 cents a pound, 
clothing is just beginning to drop in price, and 
we have been, just like our American cousins, 
suffering from a feeling of unrest and appre- 
henston, Again, Ontario was pretty generally 
burned up last season, and the only thing that 
saved the Sparks Show from losing a big 
wad of money was the fact that the Canadians 
knew it to be a clean show, and those who had 
the money to spare went to sce it again. 


Canada will not stand repeating. ast year 
all Canada was on a jamboree, spending money 
freely, with never a thought of the morrow. 
Now it realizes that it must conserve. If Can- 
ada is let alone for two or three years shows 
can come here from the States and do a good 
business, It would be better for some shows 
to wait a little longer, 


With the whole United States to pick from 
the average Canadian cannot imagine why so 
many American shows chose to waste a month or 
more over here this season, It was fortunate 
for all of them that they had a bank roll to 
work on.—_ANDREW J. McDONALD.
